REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Restriction Requirement 

The Examiner has required restriction to one of the following inventions: 

Group I Claims 1-8, drawn to an isolated nucleic acid, a vector containing same, a 
host cell thereof, and a method of recombinantly producing the encoded polypeptide. 

Group II Claims 9-1 1 and 14-17 in part, drawn to an isolated polypeptide, a 
chimeric molecule thereof, an agonist thereof, and a composition and an article thereof. 

Group III Claims 12, 13, and 14-17 in part, drawn to an antibody to the polypeptide, 
and a composition and an article thereof. 

Group IV Claims 14-17, drawn to an antagonist of the polypeptide, and a 
composition and an article thereof. 

Group V Claim 1 8 in part, drawn to a method of treating psoriasis by administering 
the polypeptide. 

Group VI Claim 1 8 in part, drawn to a method of treating psoriasis by administering 
an antagonist of the polypeptide. 

Group VII Claim 1 8 in part, drawn to a method of treating psoriasis by administering 
an antibody of the polypeptide. 

Group VIII Claims 1 9 and 2 1 , drawn to a method of determining the presence of a 
PRO polypeptide in a sample, and a method of diagnosing psoriasis with an antibody. 

Group IX Claim 20, drawn to a method of diagnosing psoriasis by detecting the level 
of expression of a gene encoding the polypeptide. 

Group X Claim 22, drawn to a method of identifying a compound inhibiting the 
activity of the polypeptide. 

Group XI Claims 23 and 24, drawn to a method of identifying a compound 
inhibiting the expression of a gene encoding the polypeptide, wherein said candidate compound 
is an anti-sense nucleic acid. 

Group XII Claim 25, drawn to a method of identifying a compound mimicking the 
activity of the polypeptide. 

The Examiner has also required that a SEQ ID NO: be elected. 
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Applicants elect Group III, Claims 12, 13, and 14-17 in part, drawn to an antibody to the 
polypeptide, and a composition and an article thereof. Applicants further elect SEQ ID NO: 14 
(PR02874), which is encoded by SEQ ID NO: 13 (DNA327522) for the elected claims.
